These atoms are invisible, 
but their light changes according 
to frequency of vibration.

The case in the

book 
from the judg e’s library that ob­ 
truded its presen ce in to other lin es 
of leg al research was that kn own 
by the caption of 
Lessieur 
vs. 
Price, reported lon g ag o, from the 
Supreme court of 
Missouri. 
It 
was, in fact, an ex ception ally dry - 
as-dust statemen t of facts in re­ 
g ard to the title of a piece of lan d 
that became part of the town site 
of Jefferson City . 
The suit was 
broug ht before the court on a writ 
of error, appealin g from an ad­ 
verse decision on a suit in eject­ 
men t in the lower court of Cole 
Coun ty . 
In parag raph after parag raph of 
“stated facts,” the court’s opin ­ 
ion set forth in complex 
leg al 
phraseolog y that away back in 
18 20, when Misosuri was g ettin g 
ready to step in to statehood, Con ­

“for the purpose of fix in g their 
seat of g overn men t.”

Another new American gaso­ 
line, already used in experim ental 
planes and being shipped abroad, 
increases the power, speed 
and 
climb about 20 per cent. This new 
j fuel is called Neohexane. 
The laboratory eye is a spectro­ 
scope and reveals the

which atoms vibrate in hydrocar­ 
bons. 
These atoms are invisible, 
but their light changes according 
to frequency of vibration. From 
the vibrations, mathem atical ex­ 
perts are able to figure what new' 
combinations of hydrocarbons are

A lb ert L. Reeves, reached one day 
recently into his volum inous a r­ 
ra y of yellow books on his library 
•helves nnd chanced upon one that 
•ta rte d him upon the trail of a 
long frogotten double tragedy of 
early M issouri history, th e 
New 
M adrid earthquake, for one phase 
of the tragic event, and th e things 
th a t som e of our 
landgrabbing 
pioneers did in the days th a t fol­ 
low ed, for a less heroic phase of 
th a t disaster. 
T he case in th e 
yellow 
book 
from th e judge’s library th a t ob­ 
tru d ed its presence into other lines 
o f legal research w as th a t know n 
by the caption of 
L essieur 
vs. 
Price, reported long ago, from the 
S u p rem e court of 
M issouri. 
It 
w as, in fact, an exceptionally dry- 
as-d u st statem ent of facts in re­ 
g ard to th e title of a piece of land 
th a t becam e p art of the tow nsite 
of Jefferson City. 
T he suit was 
b ro u g h t before the court on a w rit 
of erro r, appealing from an ad ­ 
verse decision on a suit in eject­ 
m en t in the low er court of Cole 
C ounty.
